A great flock of these 
large und beautiful Dirda was cat 
Tied down the river and over the 
falls and an authoritative account of 
the occurrence recently appeared in 
a paper by James Savage of Buffalo, 
Ny Y., printed in the bulletin of the 
Bünaio Bociety of Natural History. 

While che ‘whistling: swan |‘ occurs 
regularly along the Niagara River, - it 
is always a rare migrant and would 
scarcely ever be 8 it not 
for the fact that Ít often floats down 
the river to injury or death at the 
great cataract. Observers declare

par About twenty made the fatal 
plunge in March, 1906, and five in 
the same month, 1907, but no such 
destruction of swans has been known 
as took place March 15, 1908, when 
more than 100 were destroyed. 

During the greater part of the Jay 
a severe rainstorm prevailed. “About 
11 o'clock in the morning, between 
showers, William Leblond of Nia- 
gara Falls, Ont., waa engaged in re- 
moving from the ice bridge a tem- 
porary structure that been used 
during the winter season as a sou- 
venir aud refreshment stand, when 
be was startled by a loud cry. Turn- 
ing around, his attention was firat 
attracted to a swan struggling in the 
water at the upper edge of the Ice 
bridge, but on looking toward the 
falls he saw a. great company of 
swans in distress coming toward the 
bridge. ‘The scene that followed 
Was a sad one for any bird lover to 
conteniplate..: 

“These splendid birds, helpless 
after their- terrible plunge over the 
cataract were dashed against- the 
ice bridge by the swift current amid 
cakes of loose ice, which were con- 
stantly- coming down from the up- 
per river. Some had been killed out- 
right by the falls. Others unable 
to fly, decause of injury to their 
wings, attempted to stem the rush- 
ing waters, but here their wonder- 
ful swimming powers were of no 
avail, They were soon imprisoned 
in the ice, where thejr pitiful reias, 
were heartrending: x

themselves of the privilege and be- 
came the chief factors in the clos- 
ing scene of nature’s great tragedy— 
the sacrifice of the swans.” 

As soon as he learned of the oc- 
rence, Mr. Savage visited Niagara 
Falls, and from his investigation 
concluded that the number of swans 
taken March 16 was 102. On the 
morning ot March 18, two more 
were taken at the ice bridge and a 
third was picked up alive on the 
shore. It was secured by Mr. Sav- 
age and phatographed. 
the zoological collection in Delaware 
Park, Buffalo, it recovered. Eleven 
more swans were taken later, and 
some others were seen which, thouga 
apparently carried over the falls, 
were still able to take wing and fly 
away. 

Mr. Sa vage quotes J. L. Davison’ s 
paper on the “Birds of ra 
County,” published nearly nt) 
years ago in Forest aud: aerate. 
which contain reference to Injüred 
swans in waters near Niagara Falls. 

But swans are not the only ter- 
fowl that are in danger from Nla- 
gara, On March 18, 1908, Mr. Sav- 
age ‘saw a handsome male ,canyas- 
dack come, down against the ‘ice 
bridge. It ‘appeared to be unable to 
fy. On the same day he saw & gold- 
eneye duck struggle out of the foam- 
ing water below the Horseshoe Falls 
and reach the shore, It made no 
attempt to escape when picked up, 
and semed unable to walk or fy. 
Later, however, it recovered and did 
fly off. 

Of the swans which went ovér the 
falls, many afterward appeared ‘on 
the table. A number wore presérved 
by the taxidermists of Niagara Falls 
and Toronto. A group of five ap- 
pears in the Museum of the Buffalo 
Society of Natural Sciences. ` Mr. 
Savage saw not less than fifty of 
‘these dead ‘birds, and looked then 
over carefully, thinking that perhaps 
there might de among them 
trumpeter swan, but none was found. 
Mr. Bayage believes that fully one- 
third of the 11d swans taken ‘vould 
have su ed if given proper care. 
but the ulse to kill Was strong- 
er than spirit to gàve, and not 
even a r of these unfortunate 
birds was rescued from nature's 
dor and restored to ‘nature's: tres -

The names of the candidates, 
to be arranged in groups, alphabetically; ballots must be fornished return 
jadges three days before the primaries. The ballots must contain names of 
all candidates for nomination and for delegates to convention, as the case may

WRECK ON N. Y., P. & N. 


North Bound Express Side Wipes A Freight 
Tuesday Afternoon, Near-Salisbury. 
Engineer West Killed. 


The train which reschea Salisbury 
at 12.52 P. M., was wrecked on Tues- 
day, a short distance north of Fruit - 
land, at about. 13:30. ‘News ot the 
accident was at once phoned. to Salis- 
bury with a request to rush doctors 
and nurses tothe scene, It was at 
first reported that a large number of 
passengers as well as trainmen were 
killed. The docters were notified to 
report to the N. Y. P. and N. station 
where a speciai would rush them to 
the place of accident, on reaching the 
station however no train was waiting 
and several owners of automobiles 
volunteered tocarry them at once. 
Drs. Dick, Todd, Morris, Tull and 
Potter were rushed to the place in 
record time—it is said that several of 
the automobiles made the ran’ from 
the station in two and one half min- 
utes, covering a distance of about 
three miles. 

On reaching the wreck it was found 
that the first report had magnified the 
accident und that instead of some 
twenty five being killed and injured 
as was reported, the engineer was the 
only one to lose his life and the in- 
jured were the fireman,- baggage mas- 
ter and expréas messenger. 

Engineer West, who was running 
the express bad jumped from the car 
after it was evident that a collision 
could not be avoided and was caught 
by the overturning car orushing the| 
life out at once, The fireman, Lee 
Oox, who had jumped off before West, 
managed to escape with alight’ in- 
juries, Baggage master William 
Guthrie, of Delmar was severely cut 
on the right hand and William W, 
Wright, the express messenger was 
slightly injured, . 

The accident was caused by the 
express train running into a freight 
which waa just entering the main 
track from a switch at the point of 
acoident. The freight engine had not 
got on the main track but ita engine 
projected over it enough to give shej 
express train a side swipe which 
tore up the engine and pushed it, the 
tender, baggage car, and express car 
off the track and threw them on tneir 
side upon the embankment.

It will hardly be denied that call 
charges would have the tendency to 
more generally diffuse the use of 
phones, thus making them more val- 
uable to patrons, for persons would 
more likely have a phone installed if 
he knew the costs depended upon the 
use. The advocates of the call sys- 
tem also say, it would have a deterrent 
effect upon those who use the instru- 
ment for mere pleasantry or gossip 
holding the line from those who have 
serious business. Of course if per- 
sons who want to use the phones for 
any purpose, they have the right to do 
go and they would pay for it and the 
payment would fall upon those best 
able to enjoy the luxuries of life. The 

of thus weeding out unnces- 
sary calls would have a salutary effect 
upoh the business community as well 
as a relief to the congested state of 
business at the central office. As 
to what would be h proper charge for 
calls could be learned from other 
places where the system is in vogue, 
but in no case need it hinder those 
who wisb to make a special contract 
if they oboose to do so, to pay a lump 
sum as houses with large order busi- 
ness eto.
